appears to l>e II i hiscas orali roseas Britton in a hrackish swanip at 
Narragansett Pier, Rhode Island, may be an extension of range worth 
recording. On Aug. 19, 1917, the writer found several plants of this 
species sprinkled ainong hundreds ot native Swanip Rose Mallow 
(//ibisras Moschcnlos L.), their ivhilr prinis witli cri.mson bases in 
striking contrast to the pink petals of the latter. Exeept for this 
color distinction the general appearance of the two species is similar, 
although there is a technical dillerence in the shape of the capsulcs 
and calvx lobes. 

Manuals and local Horas give the range of this species as S.E. New 

ork, New J(*rsey and southward, and as far as the writer knows 
II ib i scas orali roseas has not been reported from New England. 
There is no reason to believe tliat the plants were purposelv intro- 
duccd by inan. At any rate Ihbiscas is a sturdv genus, some species 
adapting themselves to frcsh and hrackish marshcs as wcll as to the 
drier soil of gardens. and it is probable tliat tliese plants will continue 
to cxist at this stat ion, unless the eiitire swanip is destroved by 
threatened drcdging operations for the imjirovement of the neigh- 
borhood.
